2—No stream can be sweeter than 


the fountain from which it 
flows. 


When God wished to bring a perfect 
man into the world he chose a pure 
woman to become the mother of the 
best and greatest man the world has 
iver known. 


3—Uniformity is not unity. If the 


world did not differ we would have 
monotony. If the daughters of each 
generation did not think and do dif- 
ferently from their mothers of 
the 


past we would have life at a dead 
level and sound the death knell of 
all progress. 


4—Differences are caused by the 


different viewpoints from which' we 
view the problems of life politically, 
religiously, socially. Like the 
two 


travelers meeting at the cross. One 
viewed it from the gold side, the oth- 
er from the silver side, each insisted 
that he was right until a third trav- 
eler showed them that 
both 
were, 


right and wrong as they had at first 
seen only one side of the cross. 


5—Programs of doing things 
are 


constantly changing. But 
principles 


remain the same in all 
ages 
and 


among all people. A thing morally 
aight is always right, a thing funda- 
mentally wrong can never be right. 
We become wcded to programs in- 
stead of principles. Thy way we dress 
or do where no moral principles are 
involved are matters of custom. But 
custom sometimes shapes our con- 
science. And.then often we find fault 


with things because of our teaching 
and training. 


The most sacred relationships of

Parents must remember that
